The 
new moderator, in taking the chair, 
disclaimed any p<*rsonal elements in 
his election, but charged it to the de­ 
sire of the church to forward the home 
missionary work of which he is an 
exponent. 
The meetings of the a.ssenibly have 
heen arranged to begin at 3 a. in., with 
a half hour devotional st rvice. and to 
continue till noon. The afternoon ses­ 
sion will last from 2 :30 until 5. 
When 
the call for nominations for mcKlerator 
Avas made Dr. J. Wilbur Chapman of 
Bethany church, Philad« dphia, took the 
platform and i» laced Dr. Minton of the 
San Francisco Tlieological seminary in 
nomination. 
He sfKike of the candidate as a parlia­ 
mentarian, a man of wide experience 
and Catholic syiujtailiies, a pastor in 
former years and now a trainer of pas­ 
tors, and a reprtisentative of no faction 
in the cliui'ch.

for the old Bible and the denomina­ 
tional standards. 
The nomination \\ as 
seconded bv Dr. Henry Ward of P>uf- 
falo and by Rev. S. Palmer of Cakland, 
Cal.

The nomination was 
seconded by Dr. (ieorge L. Spining of 
Orange. N. J., in an address that w'as 
freiiuently interrupted wdth applause. 
He began by saying that no man w’ho 
did not have a message had a right 
upon the platform. 
He s.aid that this 
highest honor of the cliurch ought to be 
conferred upon a repres ntative of the 
cause of home missions, not a repre­ 
sentative of a coast or of a part of the 
church. 
He sai<i that Dr. Jackson, too, 
was loyal to the old Bible and the 
standards aiid that he was put forward 
by no faction or cliciue.

The politicians of the assem­ 
bly were treated to a great surprise, 
and tlie election of Dr. Jackson by a 
vote of 313 to 238 was characterized by 
many delegates as a “breaking of the 
machine.” 
It was claimed as a victory 
for the more liberal branch of the 
church and was in line with the elec­ 
tion of Dr. Withrow last year. The 
new moderator, in taking the chair, 
disclaimed any personal elements in 
his election, but charged it to the de­ 
sire of the church to forward the home 
missionary work of which he is an 
exponent. 
The meetings of the assembly have 
heen arranged to begin at 9 a. in., with 
a half hour devotional st rvioe. and to 
continue till noon. The afternoon ses­ 
sion will last from 2 : SO until 5. 
When 
the call for nominations for moderator 
was made Dr. J. Wilbur Chapman of 
Bethany church, Philadelphia, took the 
platform and placed Dr. Minton of the 
San Francisco Theological seminary in 
nomination. 
He spoke of the candidate as a parlia­ 
mentarian, a man of wide experience 
and Catholic sympathies, a pastor iii 
former years and now a trainer of pas­ 
tors, and a representative of no faction 
in the church.

adduced and it was stated that he stood 
for the old Bible and the denomina­ 
tional standards. 
The nomination was

Mr. Thurston, who presided 
over the Republican national conven­ 
tion at St. Louis, recalled the stirring 
scene when thut convention enthusias­ 
tically inserted a Cuban plank iii the 
platform aud declared that this resolu­ 
tion was a partial fulfillment of that 
pledge. 
Messrs. Elkins and W hite 
urged a conservative course and an in­ 
quiry by a committee. 
Then came the 
first vote that on the Hale motion to 
refer. 
It was a test of strength, and 
the defeat of the motion assured the 
passage of the resolution.
